DEED OF 
"OLD 


MAN" RICHARDS 


One of the hottest Indian fights in 


frontier history was the Battle of 
Adobe Walls in the Texas Panhandle 
In 1S74. 
The Adobe Walls consisted 


of several huts, and two or three 
stores surrounded by a Blockade, and 
it was headquarters for a party of 
hunters who killed buffaloes. 


The Indians snw with dismay the 


destruction caused by the white men. 
They resolved to destroy the Adobe 
Walls and kill the hunters before they 
had wiped out the vast herds of bison. 


Early on the morning of June 27 a 


war party of Comanchcs, Klottas and 
Cheyennes, under the leadership of 
Chief Quannah of 
the, Comanches, 


swept down upon the Adobe Walls. The 
buffalo hunters were awake, however, 
and as the Indians charged the white 
men with their heavy Sharps buffalo 
guns poured a deadly fire Into their 
midst. 
The Indians attacked again 


and again, but each time they were 
boaten back with heavy loss. Nor did 
the hunters escape unharmed. 


Three of them were killed In the 


first attack, and in one of the stores a 
young mnn named Thurston was shot 
through the lungs.

ONUS legislation for the world war veterans is In a deplorable way in 


Congress. It is sharing the same fate that comes to every issue uhlch

Out of the whole welter of disgusting clap-trap In which Washington poli- 


ticians have engaged from the time the bonus proposition came to tho fore. 
we believe there are two and only two arguments which stand partimount, | 
the one for and the other against the granting of the bonus, and to which all 
the other so-called arguments for and against are subsidiary. 


The argument for the bonus was stated briefly in these columns Inst 


fall -when the proposition came before the voters of Ohio for decision. That 
argument is this: 
The young men who were called to the colors sufferod 


financially in comparison with those who fought the war at homo. Their 
bodies ^ere conscripted. Their pay was fixed by federal statute. They were 
allowed no latitude, no choice, no opportunity for self-expression 
The indi- 


vidual was submerged and his freedom denied him in the name of the State 
and tor the reason that the needs of the State in a crisis are paramount to 
the desires of the individual. 


This paper opposed the conscription act. not on the ground that universal 


service in the army was not a better method of recruiting an army than vol- 
untary enlistments, for it is—if democratically applied—but because it stopped 
short of a real conscription act. It conscripted only those who went into the , 
army, when the army is only one of the units with which wars are fought., 
The conscription act was wrong because it failed to go tho whole length and 
compel service In those other units—the workmen at home who supplied the j 
men at the front with the munitions with which to fight and tho food which 
Itept them fit and. greatest of all, the capital by which both tho soldiers and 
the workers were maintained. 
i 


We still maintain that if it were constitutionally valid and morally right t 


to compel young men to go across seaa at a fixed monthly compensation and j 
fijht, then the constitution should have been so construed that it would have 
been equally valid from a legal point of view and equally right from a moral 
point of view, to have conscripted every dollar of wealth tho nation possessed 
and the body of every American citizen so that neither the nation's -wealth 
nor its industrial workers, whether farmers, office forces or laborers, could 
Imve had any advantage over those who took the far greater risk on the bat- 
tlefield. 


That sort of conscription would have been fair, it would have been demo- 


cratic and it would have distinguished the attitude of our government in this 
•war from that of the government in every past war it has waged and from 
that of every other government in history. That would have been conscription 
in its best and truest sense. But our government had not advanced far; 
enough on the road to real democracy to do that. It still lacked the courage j 
to assume the same stand toward Avealtu it did toward the bodies of thej 
nation's choicest youth. 
i 


The government having thus failed to make KB conscription law really j 


democratic, it would seem to bo no more than fair that tho boys who const!-, 
luted our armies on tho field are now entitled to some additional considcra- j 
tion calculated to bridge the gap between tho meager compensation they re- 
ceived, meftger In comparison to tho wages and salaries paid to the war 
workers at home. To us It seems that this is the one valid argument for 
some sort of monetary bounty for tho soldiers.

But the bonus Is not being debated on either of the above grounds. As 


one of the foremost New York publications declared the other day: "The 
politicians In tho American Legion have brushed aside everything except 
their dogged determination to gel what they want.

His human necessities are 
not being considered. Care and support for tho injured and employment for 
the workless are the genuine needs of the former fcerviro men. Attention is 
being diverted from these things while a faction of the leglonalrcs seek 
worthless gifts."
